"This is a mistaken 
Idea. One of the primary objects of 
the hurley Tobacco Growers' Co-oper- 
ative Association was to see that every 
tobacco grower get the same price for 
the same kind of tobacco, wherever de- 
livered or by whom delivered. Our 
graders working at the smaller deliv- 
ery points are men of just as preat 
ability and as hiph character as the 
men worklnp at the larger jmints lu 
the district. 

"We hope that grower.-; will deliver 
their tobacco to the delivery point 
nearest their homes and thus put to 
use the receiving plants located as 
they are to sf-rvc their convenience, in 
stead of hauling their tobacco, In most 
cases, many miles farther, when such 
long haul la nnaecessary. Eivery grow- 
er can depend on having his tobacco 
properly graded, wherever It is de- 
livered."

The other alaa 
acres had bettor soil on them and since 
they were not as wot as the eleven 
acres, thry wore left undralned so that 
the yields from tlio drained part of the 
fluid could bo compared with those 
from a part o ftbe flamo field that was 
not drained. The syxtcm was put in 
during this laxt spring, all the 
trenches for the tile being dug by 
hand. The cost of 132 02 an acre for 
putting In the tllo probably could have 
been reducved had some of this work 
been done by machinery. Immedhtely 
after the drains had been put la, the 
entire 20 acre, waa treated with add 
whosphate, whieh wa. appl|,ed at t^e 
rate of 200 pounds an aere, sad t&a 
field pleated to cowpeaa. 

When the eowpeas were out this fall, 
It was touad that the andralaod part 
of the field yielded 2,769 pouad. of 
cowpea hay aa acre while the dralaed 
part of the field yielded 6,S5f pounds 
of hay an acre, or 1,59: pounds more 
aa acre than the undralned area. Illla 
increase in the yield was valued at 
$23 SS since the hay sold for fSO a too.

— J. U. Steward, ono 
of the progressive farnuia lu tlie lien- | 
sliaw community of Union county, has ' 
started a well-plannod demonstration 
on bis fbrm to find out how much tbc 
wheat yields on farms in that section 
ot the state can be raised by the use of 
limestone and acid phosphate, accord- 
ing to a report from County Agent L. 
C. Brewer. Mr. Steward, who is co- 
operatlnc with County Agent Brewer 
and the extension division ot the Col- 
lege ot Agrlcalture in carrying out the 
demonstration.

Before the wheat was sowed, oue-
